Dynamic  In  public  address,  stim¬ 
ulating  In  conferences,  personable 
In  appearance,  and  deeply  commit¬ 
ted  to  the  objectives  of  WSSF, 
Chetlur  V.  L.  Narayan  lias  what  it 
takes  to  set  any  campus  humming 
with  excitement.

The  part  wo 
play  on  these  people  in  the  continuance  to  think 
and  act  as  loaders  in  a  free  society  may  well  de¬ 
termine  whether  we  will  need  to  continue  and  in¬ 
crease  our  extensive  military  preparedness. 

One  of  the  most,  effective  ways  to  help  con¬ 
vince  students  in  foreign  countries  of  our  hope 
for  them  is  through  the  program  of  the  World 
Student 'Service  Fund.  Alore  t  han  a  decade  of  gen¬ 
erous  distribution  of  material  relief  to  universi¬ 
ties  in  war-devastated  and  needy  areas  has  given 
W.  S.  S.  F.  significant  channels. 

But  what  are  the  objectives  of  the  W.  H.  S. 
F.  program?  f 

They  include  the  education  of  leadership  in 
technically  under-developed  areas;  the  rehabilita¬ 
tion  of  students  made  refugees  by  the  explosive 
tensions  of  our  time  in  history;  the  improvement 
of  libraries,  laboratories  and  health  services.  More 
than  the  sum  of  each  of  its  parts,  the  W.  H.  S.  F. 
program  is  a  token  of  the  common  identity  of  hu¬ 
manity  based  in  the  intellectual  and  moral  soli¬ 
darity  of  mankind.

A  part 
of  the  ark  occupies  one  side  of  the 
stage.  Stylized  trees  and  bushes 
complete  the  arrangement. 

Scenes  on  Ark 

Scenes  two,  three,  and  four  take 
place  aboard  the  ark.  Nothing  is 
visible  but  sky  and  sea,  sea  and 
sky.  Scene  projectors,  constructed 
by  the  play  production  class,  will 
give  the  illusion  of  rain  in  these 
scenes. 

Ml.  Ararat  is  the  setting  for  the 
last  scene.  The  ark  is  on  land  once 
more  and  shrubbery  and  receding 
clouds  may  be  seen.  In  the  final 
minutes  of  the  play  a  rainbow 
(made  possible  by  the  scene  pro¬ 
jectors)  will  light  the  stage. 

Flay  Has  Simple  Style 

A  large  part  of  the  play’s  success 
is  due  to  the  unaffected,  simple 
manner  of  the  writing.  Although 
it  was  first  written  in  French,  Ar¬ 
thur  Wilmurt’s  translation  into 
colloquial  English  is  well  suited  to 
the  play's  needs. 

Another  interesting  feature  is  the 
dances  which  will  be  directed  by 
■Miss  Doris  Hysler  of  the  physical 
education  department.  Mr.  Gil¬ 
bert  Whitney  of  the  music  depart¬ 
ment  will  have  charge  of  the  mus¬ 
ic.  Miss  Mary  Schulte  will  play  the 
organ  accompaniment. 

Build  All  Scenery 

Besides  making  animal  heads  and 
two  scene  projectors,  Mr.  Fulsom 
and  his  play  production  class  are 
also  building  all  the  scenery  in¬ 
cluding  the  ark,  trees,  bushes, 
rocks,  clouds,  and  two  spot  lights 
working  out  the  arrangement  of 
lights,  sound  effects,  and  proper¬ 
ties.  The  cabin  of  the  ark,  is  con¬ 
structed  on  a  wagon  which  allows 
it  to  be  moved  anywhere  on  the 
stage. 

Students  in  the  play  production 
class  are  Lynn  Adams,  Homer 
Baxter,  Bill  Davis,  Betty  Eisiinin- 
gcr,  Curt  Gaffney,  William  Hunter, 
Ray  Nixon,  and  Charles  Watson. 
Hohier  Baxter  will  act  as  produc¬ 
tion  manager.  Betty  Eisiminger 
will  have  charge  of  sound  effects.

Positions  in  Indian 
Schools  Are  Now  Open 

Positions  for  high  school  teachers 
in  Indian  schools  are  open.  Appli¬ 
cations  are  being  accepted  by  the 
U.  S.  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Beginning  salaries  are  from  $3410 
to  $4205  per  year.  Teachers  in  In¬ 
dian  school's  associate  constantly 
with  Indians,  and  must  have  a  full 
appreciation  of  tlie  Indian  view¬ 
point  and  Indian  culture. 

They  arc  expected  not  only  to  be 
teachers  in  the  usual  sense,  but  to 
be  active  participants  in  the  com¬ 
munity  in  which  they  work  and  ex¬ 
ercise  educational  leadership.  These 
positions  will  be  in  the  Indian 
Schools  of  Indian  Affairs,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Interior,  in  Kansas  and 
Oklahoma,  and  in  other  Federal 
agencies  in  these  states,  and  in  Mis¬ 
souri  and  Arkansas. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  in¬ 
vites  qualified  persons  to  file  at 
once.  For  full  details  as  to  exam¬ 
ination  requirements,  where  and  by 
when  to  file,  and  application  forms, 
consult  the  civil  service  secretary 
at  the  post  office  in  Maryville.

Stationed  In  Omaha 

Air  Force  Staff  Sergeant  E.  L. 
Blair,  who  attended  school  here 
during  1948,  has  recently  returned 
from  Guam  and  is  now  stationed  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska.

Your  Stake  in  World  Affairs 

QUESTION:  How  many  countries 
have  offered  some  form  of  as¬ 
sistance  in  Korea? 

ANSWER:  Secretary  -  General 
Trygve  Lin  lias  reported  Hint, 
ns  of  January  15.  forty-two  UN 
members  and  four  non- UN 
members  have  offered  assist¬ 
ance  to  the  United  Nations  ef¬ 
fort  111  Korea.  Of  the  27  coim- 
tHes  which  have  offered  mili¬ 
tary  assistance,  17  nations  now 
have  military  units  in  action. 
Offers  of  emergency  relief  for 
Korean  civilians  liavc  been 
made  by  38  countries,  among 
which  the  United  States  has 
contributed  the  largest  sum, 
$108,140,631,  as  of  last  Novem¬ 
ber  24.  Thailand's  gift  of  40,- 
000  metric  tons  of  rice,  valued 
at  $4,368,000,  was  tlie  second 
largest  national  donation. 

QUESTION:  Is  there  any  chance 
that  tlie  countries  awaiting  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  United  Nations 
will  be  admitted  during  the  As¬ 
sembly  now  meeting  in  Paris? 

ANSWER:  A  resolution  lias  been 
passed  by  the  Political  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  UN  whereby  four¬ 
teen  countries  seeking  mem¬ 
bership  in.  the  UN  would  be  ad¬ 
mitted  simultaneously.  How¬ 
ever,  Lhe  vote  was  carried  by  a 
small  mnjority  and  the  resolu¬ 
tion  must  go  before  the  General 
Assembly  where  it  must  receive 
a  two-thirds  majority  before  it 
is  binding.  Tlie  fourteen  coun¬ 
tries  arc:  Albania.  Austria.  Bul¬ 
garia,  Ceylon,  Finland,  Hung¬ 
ary.  Ireland,  Italy,  Jordan, 
Libya.  Nepal,  Outer  Mongolia, 
Portugal  and  Rumania.

Handbook  Shows  Many 
Teachers  Are  Needed 

According  to  the  Occupational 
Outlook  Handbook,  1951  revised  edi¬ 
tion,  published  by  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,  more  than  75,000 
new  elementary  school  teachers 
were  needed  for  the  1950-51  school 
year,  while  35,000  persons  qualified 
for  regular  elemental'}’  teaching 
certificates  in  June,  1950. 

Other  occupations  which  now 
have  an  increased  demand  for 
workers,  either  through  natural 
shortages  or  through  tlie  stepped-up 
mobilization  program,  are  engineer¬ 
ing,  scientific  research,  television 
technology,  nursing,  dietetics,  phys¬ 
ical  and  occupational  therapy,  social 
work,  library  work,  agricultural 
work,  and  accounting. 

Lawyers,  radio  operators,  radio 
announcers,  newspaper  reporters, 
and  photographers  have  been  in 
oversupply  for  a  few  years  and  will 
probably  continue  to  be  for  several 
more. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  facts 
presented  in  the  Handbook.  Infor¬ 
mation  needed  in  career  planning 
for  more  than  400  occupations  and 
an  interest  finder  are  included.

To  Build  Field  House  Here 
College  Asks  Appropriation 

Pros.  ,7.  AW  ,7 onos  today  made  known  liis  request  for 
a  stale  appropriation  of  $100,000  as  a  supplement  to  oth¬ 
er  federal  and  slide  grants  providing  for  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  a  proposed  armory  building  to  include  a  field 
house.  The  request  was  made  after  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  Northwest  Missouri  State  (’ollege. 

The  request  was  made  in  the* - 


form  of  letters  to  Senator  John  W. 
Noble,  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  appropriations  and  Senator 
John  Hoshor,  representing  this  area 
in  the  state  senate. 

Asks  for  $100,000  More 
A  bill  providing  appropriations  for 
the  construction  of  eight  National 
Guard  armories  in  Missouri,  is  now 
before  Congress.  One  of  these  units 
is  to  be  located  here.  The  armoiy 
proposed  for  Maryville  is  to  be  built 
at  a  cost  of  $132,000.  The  federal 
government  would  put  up  $100,000 
to  be  matched  with  $32,000  from 
the  state. 

Dr.  Jones  asks  the  state  legisla¬ 
ture  to  include  an  additional  $100,- 
000  in  tj?c  Omnibus  Bill  to  enlarge 
the  proposed  building  to  include  a 
field  house  for  the  College. 

Dr.  Jones  requests  that  the  ap¬ 
propriation  be  worded  to  insure  con¬ 
sultation  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
in  the  drafting  of  plans  for  the 
armory-field  house.  And,  (hat  no 
state  money  appropriated  to  the 
College  be  expended  until  Hie  Re¬ 
gents  give  their  approval  on  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  such  a 
project. 

Discussion  Began  in  1916 
The  president  said  the  structme 
he  has  in  mind  would  be  large 
enough  to  serve  both  the  National 
Guard's  desires  and  the  College's
